Mauretania” with bydrocyanic acid 
gaa, certain shipping companies have 
asked tho Ministry of Health to 
appoint experts to inquire into the use 
of this extremely poisonous. gas, and 
Dr. R. J, Reeco, the senior medical 
officer of the brauch i: Whitehall 
dealing with sanitary administration 
in relation to infectious diseaso, ac- 
companied by ono of his ataff, Dr. P.

The use of hydrocyanic acid gas for 
fumigating ships was first adopted on 
March 17, of thia year, under tho 
supervision of Dr. E W. Hope,- port 

* sanitary medical officer for Liverpool, 
when the Ounard liner “ Soythia ” was 
fumigated. This wae followed, on 
March 30, by the fumigation of tho 
White Stor liner ‘‘Baltio.” 

In each cage the fumigation

Up “to then it had 
teen the practice to fumigate ships 

" for the destruction of rats and other 

vermin by the use of sulphur dioxide 
gas.
